SUBJECT: PHILIPPINES-CHINA JOINT COMMUNIQUE OF JUNE 9, 1975 
FOLLOWING IS TEXT OF COMMUNIQUE ACCORDING TO GOP NEWS AGENCY (PNA): 
ARTICLE I 

QUOTE: THE GOVERNMENT OF THE PEOPLE'S REPUBLIC OF CHINA AND THE 
GOVERNMENT OE THE REPUB LI OF THE PHILIPPINES, DESIRING TO PROMOTE 
THE TRADITIONAL FRIENDSHIP BETWEEN THE CHINESE AND THE FILIPINO 
PEOPLES, HAVE DECIDED UPON MUTUAL RECOGNITION AND THE ESTABLISH- 
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MENT OF DIPLOMATIC RELATIONS AT AMBASSADORIAL LEVEL EFFECTIVE 
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FROM THE DATE OE SIGNATURE OE THIS COMMUNIQUE. 

ARTICLE II 

THE TWO GOVERNMENTS HOLD THAT THE ECONOMIC, POLITICAL AND SOCIAL 
SYSTEM OE A COUNTRY SHOULD BE CHOSEN ONLY THE PEOPLE OE THAT 
COUNTRY, WITHOUT OUTSIDE INTERFERENCE. THEY MAINTAIN THAT THE 
DIEFERENCE BETWEEN THE ECNOMIC, POLITICAL AND SOCIAL SYSTEMS 
OE THE PEOPLE'S REPUBLIC OF CHINA AND THE REPUBLIC OF THE PHILIPPINES 

SHOULD NOT CONSTITUTE AN OBSTACLE TO PEACEFUL CO-EXISTENCE 
AND THE ESTABLISHMENT AND DEVELOPMENT OE PEACEFUL AND 
FRIENDLY RELATIONS BETWEEN THE TWO COUNTRIES AND PEOPLES 
IN ACCORDANCE WITH THE PRINCIPLES OE MUTUAL RESPECT EOR 
SOVEREIGNTY AND TERRITORIAL INTEGRITY, MUTUAL NON-AGRESSION, 
NON-INTEREERENCE IN EACH OTHER'S INTERNAL AFEAIRS, EQUALITY AND 
MUTUAL BENEEIT. 

THE TWO GOVERNMENTS AGREE TO SETTLE ALL DISPUTES BY PEACEFUL 
MEANS ON THE BASIS OE THE ABOVE-MENTIONED PRINCIPLES WITHOUT 
RESORTING TO THE USE OR THREAT OE EORCE. 

THE TWO GOVERNMENTS AGREE THAT ALL EOREIGN AGGRESSION AND SUB- 
VERSION AND ALL ATTEMPTS BY ANY COUNTRY TO CONTROL ANY OTHER 
COUNTRY OR TO INTEREERE IN ITS INTERNAL AFEAIRS ARE TO BE 
CONDEMNED. THEY ARE OPPOSED TO ANY ATTEMPT BY ANY COUNTRY OR 
GROUP OP COUNTRIES TO ESTABLISH HEGEMONY OR CREATE SPHERES OP 
INPLUENCE IN ANY PART OP THE WORLD. 

THE TWO GOVERNMENTS AGREE TO COOPERATE WITH EACH OTHER TO ACHIEVE 
THE POREGOING OBIECTIVES. 

ARTICLE III 

THE PHILIPPINE GOVERNMENT RECOGNIZES THE MGOVERNMENT OP THE 
PEOPLE'S REPUBLIC OF CHINA AS THE SOLE LEGAL GOVERNMENT EOR 
CHINA, PULLY UNDERSTANDS AND RESPDTS THE POSITION OF THE CHINESE 
GOVERNMENT THAT THERE IS BUT ONE CHINA AND THAT TAIWAN IS AN 
INTEGRAL PART OF CHINESE TERRITORY AND DECIDES TO REMOVE ALL 
ITS OPPICIAL REPRESENTATIONS PROM TAIWAN WITHIN ONE MONTH PROM 
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THE DATE OP SIGNATURE OF THIS COMMUNIQUE. 

THE GOVERNMENT OP THE PEOPLE'S REPUBLIC OP CHINA RECOGNIZES THE 
GOVERNMENT OF THE REPUBLIC OP THE PHILIPPINES AND AGREES TO 
RESPECT THE INDEPENDENCE AND SOVEREIGNTY OP THE REPUBLIC OP THE 
PHILIPPINES. 

THE TWO GOVERNMENTS RECOGNIZE AND AGREE TO RESPECT EACH OTHER'S 
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TERRITORIAL INTEGRITY. 

ARTICLE IV 

THE GOVERNMENT OF THE PEOPLE'S REPUBLIC OF CHINA AND THE GOVERN- 
MENT OF THE REPUBLIC OF THE PHILIPPINS CONSIDER ANY CITIZEN 
OF EITHER COUNTRY WHO ACQUIRES CITIZENSHIP IN THE OTHER COUNTRY 
AS AUTOMATICALLY FORFEITING HIS ORIGINAL CITIZENSHIP. 

ARTICLE V 

THE TWO GOVERNMENTS AGREE TO ADOP ACTIVE MEASURES FOR THE 
DEVELOPMENT OF TRADE AND ECONOMIC RELATIONS BETWEEN THEM. THEY 
HAVE AGREED TO NEGOTIATE AND CONCLUDE A TRADE AGREEMENT BASED 
ON THEIR RESPECTIVE NEEDS AND ON THE PRINCIPLES OF EQUALITY AND 
MUTUAL BENEFIT. 

ARTICLE VI 

THE TWO GOVERNMENTS NOTED THE IMPORTANCE OF CULTURAL EXCHANGES 
IN DEVELOPING MUTUAL UNDERSTANDING AND FRIENDSHIP BETWEEN THEIR 
TWO PEOPLES. 

ARTICLE VII 

THE GOVERNMENT OF THE PEOPLE'S REPUBLIC OF CHINA AND THE GOVERNMENT 
OF THE REPUBLIC OF THE PHILIPPINES HAVE AGREED TO EXCHANGE 
MUTUALLY ACCREDITED AMBASSADORS AS SOON AS PRACTICABLE AND TO 
PROVIDE EACH OTHER WITH ALL THE NECESSARY ASSISTANCE FOR THE 
ESTABLISHMENT AND PERFORMANCE OF THE FUNCTIONS OF DIPLOMATIC 
MISSIONS IN THEIR RESPECTIVE CAPITALS IN ACCORDANCE WITH 
INTERNATIONAL PRACTICE AND ON A RECIPROCAL BASIS.
